Paris, Ja n 23— The Russian prob­ 
lem which has been recognized as the 
g reatest obstacle to a quick and per­ 
manent peace settlement, appeared to 
be w’ell on the wray to solution today. 
The action of th e supreme 
war 
council late yesterday in voting p ar­ 
tial recognition of the soviet gov­ 
ernment, together w ith other political 
and 
m ilitary factions 
in 
Russia— 
which was exclusively forecast by the 
United Press on Jan u ary ll — was ac­ 
cepted as paving the way for amicable 
adjustm ent of Russian affairs. 
The program of the associated pow. 
ers, which was based on unqualified 
acceptance of a proposal by President 
Wilson provides th a t their represen­ 
tatives shall meet wfith representa­ 
tives of each of the Russian elements 
on the Prince’s Island in the sea of 
Marmora, near Constantinople, Feb. 
15. There an effort will be made to 
work out the future of the Russian 
nation along the lines of self-determ­ 
ination. 
The associated powers are expected 
to co-operate in every w a y for the es­ 
tablishment of a stable Russian gov­ 
ernm ent and the restoration of Russia 
economically, industrially and social­ 
ly. 
The Russians will be expected to 
make certain concessions in return 
for the aid of the associated powers. 
These will include immediate cessation 
of all hostilities with 
the 
Russian 
borders, general elections on a repre­ 
sentative. basis and arrangem ent for 
the payment of 
Russia’s 
national 
debts. 
The Russians will also be asked to 
remove all economic barriers, 
that 
food and raw- material can be rushed 
into the country to provide sustenance 
and employment for the people. 
The personnel of the joint commis­ 
sion of the associated governments, is 
expected to be announced as soon as 
Acceptance of the Russian factions is 
received. 
The proposal was communicated to 
them by wireless last night. 
The rep. 
resentatives will be provided for them 
and they may proceed to the rendez­ 
vous by w arship from a Black Sea port 
if they wish. A civilian and a m ilitary 
official 
will 
represent the 
United 
States. 
The summoning of Gen. Pershing 
to Paris led to the 
belief 
th at 
he 
m ight be the m ilitary representative 
of the United States. The identity of 
the other delegate was a m atter of 
speculation. 
If he is selected from 
the peace delegation, it is believed 
th a t Col. House, health permitting.

of a fleet of relief ships owned by 
the American Committee for Armenian 
aud Syrian Relief sailed from New 
York thus week for ports in Asia 
Minor. 
This vessel is the Mercurius, 
which has been given to the commute 
by the navy departm ent with the ap­ 
proval 
of 
the 
food 
administration. 
The president and H erbert Hoover, 
director general 
of 
the 
interallied 
food administration, are in 
hearty 
sympathy with Hie aims of the com­ 
mittee and are aiding in every way, 
as indicated by their recent cable­ 
grams to the oSicials of the organ­ 
isation. 
Sailing of the Mecurius precedes 
by only a fewr days the opening of 
the Armenian and Syrian Relief Com­ 
mittee 
Campaign 
in 
the 
United 
States for $30,000,000, with which to 
carry on further relief work. 
The 
campaign will be held the week of 
Jan. 27. 
Ohio's quota is $1,040,000. 
Carrying an assorted cargo of m a­ 
terials and equipment for relief pur­ 
poses, the Mercurius will reach Con­ 
stantinople in about 30 days, and be­ 
gin the work of 
distributing food, 
clothing and medical supplies among 
the starving and plague-infested peo­ 
ples of Armenia, Syria and Persia, 
and among the Greeks of Asia Minor. 
Another steamer, similarly equip­ 
ped, but carrying even more food­ 
stuffs and other goods, will sail from 
this port about the middle 
of 
the 
mouth. 
This ship, too, has boen pre-, 
seated to the American Committee' 
for Relief in the Near*East by the 
government. 
Only 
last 
week 
the 
steamer W est Cape, laden with a mil­ 
lion and a half dollars’ worth of flour, 
sailed for Constantinople and Beirut, 
Syria. The 7,555 tons of flour are the 
property of the committee, having 
been purchased with the consent of 
the food administration for distribu­ 
tion throughout Asia Minor by way 
of the ports mentioned above. 
The 
committee has ^directors in this liun- 
ger-rklden area who are supervising 
the feeding and healing of millions 
of Armenians, Syrians, Greeks and 
Persians. 
The West Cape is not the 
property of the committee. 
It is the 
Mercurius which is tho first of the 
completely equipped relief ships own­ 
ed by the committee Lo be sent on 
its mission of mercy. 
On 
board 
the 
Mercurius are 14 
small motor cars, 20 motorcycles, 15 
ambulances, Go motor trucks, 2,000,- 
000 yards of cloth. 100.000 blankets, 
50.000 pairs of shoes, 1,000 cases of 
refugee Clothing, 200 tons of* food­ 
stuffs, chiefly groceries: seven 
100- 
bed hospital units and 10,000 cans of 
condensed milk. 
A special license was required from 
the food administration for the ex­ 
port of tHis great quantity of pre­ 
pared milk. 
Were ii not for the fact 
that this commodity is intended for 
hungry babies aud children In the 
Near East, the government would not 
permit it Lo be sent out of the coun­ 
try in bulk. 
The committee got in 
touch with the food administration 
in Washington and obtained permis 
aion to take out the milk. 
Captain Caleb J- Morris, U, S. N\, 
commanding Hie Mercurius, will get 
in touch at Uonstantinople with Hie 
commissioners who sailed from this 
port a week ago to make a survey of 
Asia Miuor for the American Com­ 
mittee for Relief in the Near H*ist.

this section are proving a menace 
to 
the crops of Fayette County tanners, 
according to the W ashington Herald. 
The Herald says: 
Crows by the hundreds 
of 
thous­ 
ands have been m aking the McLean 
woods, two miles 
west of 
tins city, 
their roosting 
place for 
some 
little 
time, and apparently the g reat flocks 
of the noisy birds is increasing rapid­ 
ly as stray flocks of additional crows 
arrive and are added to 
the great, 
noisy chorus. 
Monday evening the several 
acres 
of woods were so filled with the birds 
that the trees were densely populated 
with them, and the limbs of the trees 
threatened to collapse under the great 
weight of the birds. 
Not only was every 
tree 
densely 
filled 
with 
the crows, 
but 
several 
acres of ground in the adjoining field 
was 
covered 
with 
them 
until 
the 
ground was hidden and in the 
grow­ 
ing 
darkness 
the 
ground appeared 
black for a space of several acres in 
extent. 
During the day time the 
birds fly 
around over a district several miles in 
extent, feeding on corn, wheat and in 
fact . whatever 
they 
can find to eat, 
with the result 
th a t 
m any 
of 
the 
farm ers are complaining 
that 
their 
wheat has been damaged by the crows 
pulling up the tender plants and eat­ 
ing them and the decaying 
grain at 
the root. 
As the result of the depredations of 
the birds the farm ers of the com­ 
munity" are seriously considering the 
feasibility 
cf organizing a shot-gun 
squad and visiting the roosting place 
of the birds for the purpose of killing 
a few and inflicting a scare that will 
drive them from the community for 
all time.

The keeping of a sm all flock of lay­ 
ing liens on a vtown or village lot or 
In a city back yard is an important 
branch of poultry keeping. 
Though 
the value of the product from each 
flock is email of Itself the aggregate is 
large. 
Tin: product o f such a flock, 
both in th e form of eggs and fow ls 
for the faille, m ay he produced et si 
relatively low cost, because o f the pos­ 
sibilities of utilizing table scraps and 
kitchen w aste Avhlch would otherw ise 
be thrown aw ay. 
A sm all flock of 
hens, even as few as six or eight, 
should produce eggs enough, where 
used econom ically, for a fam ily of four 
or Ave persons throughout the entire 
year, except during the m olting period 
of the fall and early winter. 
B y the 
preservation of surplus eggs produced 
luring the spring and early summ er this 
period of scarcity can he provided for. 
The keeping of pullets instead of hens 
also w ill insure the production of eggs 
at this tim e. 
Not only w ill the eggs 
from the home flock m aterially reduce 
the cost of living, but the superior 
freshness and quality of the eggs are

P e r fe c tly satisfac­ 
tory houses can be m ade cheaply from 
piano boxes or other packing cases. 
Two piano boxes with the hacks re* ! 
moved m u lie nailed together and a i 
door cut I it the end. 
These boxes 
should be covered with a roofing pa­ 
per in order to keep the h-a.-e dry 
and make it w in dp roof 
A portion 
of the door should he left open or cov­ 
ered with a piece of muslin, so us to 
allow ventilation; 
Sim ilar houses can 
he constructed of packing eases at a 
relatively small cost. 
A small am ount 
of two by four or tw o by three lumber 
can be purchased for fram ing. The 
box boards eau be applied for siding 
or sheathing, and then covered With 
roofing paper. 
W here there is a bonn! 
fe n c e it is som etim es possible to take 
advantage of this by building the poul­ 
try house in the corner of the fence, 
and making the fen ce itself, with the 
cracks covered by strips or battens, 
s e r v e as the back and one side of the 
house.
